Subtitle B—Prioritizing Online
Threat Enforcement
SEC. 321. IMPROVED INVESTIGATIVE AND FORENSIC RE-
SOURCES FOR ENFORCEMENT OF LAWS RE-

UALS.

Subject to the availability of appropriations to carry
out this section, the Attorney General, in consultation with
the Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and
the Secretary of Homeland Security, including the Execu-

(2) ensure that each office of a United States
Attorney designates at least 1 Assistant United
States Attorney as responsible for investigating and

prosecuting cybercrimes against individuals; and
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(3) ensure the implementation of a regular and
comprehensive training program—

(A) the purpose of which is to train agents
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation in the
investigation and prosecution of such crimes
and the enforcement of laws related to
cybercrimes against individuals; and

(B) that includes relevant forensic training
related to investigating and prosecuting
cybercrimes against individuals.

SEC. 322. REPORT.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 1 year after the
date on which the National Academy of Sciences submits
the report required under section 3(¢) of the DBetter
Cybercrime Metrics Act (34 U.S.C. 30109 note), and once
each year thereafter, the Director of the Office for Vietims
of Crime shall submit a report to the Committee on the
Judiciary of the Senate and the Committee on the Judici-
ary of the House of Representatives that addresses, to the
extent data are available, the nature, extent, and amount

“(3) CLARIFICATION WITH RESPECT TO CON-
TINUING REGISTRATION.—An individual may not be
issued or reissued a passport without a unique iden-
tifier solely because the individual has moved or oth-

erwise resides outside the United States.” .

SEC. 324. TRAINING AND TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE FOR

STATES.

The Attorney General, in consultation with the Sec-

States Secret Service, the Executive Associate Director of
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Homeland Security Investigations, and nongovernmental
and survivor stakeholders, shall create, compile, evaluate,
and disseminate materials and information, and provide
the necessary training and technical assistance, to assist
States and units of local government in—

(1) investigating, prosecuting, pursuing, pre-
venting, understanding, and mitigating the impact
of—

(A) physical, sexual, and psychological
abuse of cybercrime vietims, including vietims
of human trafficking that is facilitated by inter-
active computer services;

(B) exploitation of cybercrime vicetims; and

(C) deprioritization of cybererime; and
(2) assessing, addressing, and mitigating the

physical and psychological trauma to vietims of

cybercrime.

TITLE IV—-OTHER FEDERAL IM-
PROVEMENTS RELATING TO
HUMAN TRAFFICKING

SEC. 401. CYBERCRIME.

Subject to the availability of appropriations, and in
accordance with the comparable level of the General
Schedule, the Attorney General and the Secretary of

Homeland Security shall provide incentive pay, in an
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amount that is not more than 25 percent of the basic pay
of the individual, to an individual appointed to a position
in the Department of Justice (including the Federal Bu-
reau of Investigation) or the Department of Homeland Se-
curity (including positions in Homeland Security Inves-
tigations), respectively, requiring significant cyber skills,
including to aid in—
(1) the protection of trafficking victims;
(2) the prevention of trafficking in persons; or
(3) the prosecution of technology-facilitated
crimes against children by buyers or traffickers in
persons.
SEC. 402. ELIMINATION OF BARRIERS.

(a) MINORS.

A Federal agency may not require a
survivor of human trafficking who 1s less than 18 years
of age or a homeless youth to obtain the consent or signa-
ture of the parent or guardian of the survivor or homeless
youth to receive a copy of a Government-issued identity

card issued to the survivor or homeless youth.

(b) FEES.—A Federal agency may not charge a sur-
vivor of human trafficking or a homeless youth a fee to
obtain a copy of a Government-issued identity card issued

to the survivor or homeless youth.
